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ODD & CURIOUS FROM THAILAND 


I have collected odd and curious coins for quite a number of years. It 
always amazes me about the wide variety available and in most instances the 


relatively small prices. 


Thailand, for the size of the country, has used an exceptional number of 
variations of odd and curious money throughout their history. One fascin- 
ating type is the "Siam Bullet Coinage". The silver and (rarely) gold coins 
used from the 13th through 19th centuries are often called "bullet money" 
because of their shape. They consist of small ingots which have been doubled 


by hammering, and validated with one or more countermarks. 


Coins before 1767 usually have one countermark; coins minted after 1767 
have one countermark on the side just above the crease, and nornally another 
on the top surface of the coin. The side countermarks served as symbols of 
the reigning monarch, changing not only with each reign but often within a 
reign to denote special occasions. The top countermark after 1767 was 
normally the "chakra" or sharp edged discus (symbol of Hindu god Vishnu). 


It is believed that prior to Rama IV only the 1/8, 1/4, and 1 baht 
Silver bullet coins (and only certain of these) were for commercial use, all 
other denominations being for ceremonial and presentation purposes. Rama IV 
unsuccessfully tried to introduce other denominations for circulation. All 


bullet coins of Rama V were for presentation. 


Next time you have the opportunity to pick one of these cute little 
nuggets of history do so, and be prepared to start a thrilling adventure. 
There are more than seventy-five different bullet coins in denominations of 
1/32, 1/16, 1/8, 1/4, 1/2, 1, 2, 21/2, 4, 10, 20, 40, & 80 baht. What a 
collection a complete type set would make!
